YVhoie Family Made the Victims— 
Itobhery, t lolutiou, uud Attempt to 
.Murder. 

Tue Mobi'e Times, of tbe 2d, publishes tbe 
particulars ol a most fiendish outrage, com 
mitled upou au old man aud bis lamily. We 
copy: 

At a wood-yard, situated about ten miles 
from the city, at a place kuown as tbe “lhree 
Forks,” od Dog river, half a utile up the 
south fork and about seven miles irom Dog 
River Factory, lived Mr. Fred. Petei«. an old 
man over aixty-five yea-sof age, whose iam- 
ily consists of » wile aud four children. 

On Siturday last, at about 7 o’clock in the 
evening, a negro uiau knowu us Sam Ketchum 
cume to tbe place aud asked many questions 
from the handa as to their numbers, their 
quarters, and whether there were any dogs ou 
the place! 

The u eg roc* to whom lie spoke did not, 
howerer, suspect anything wrong in the fel- 
low, aud retired to their quarters as early us 
usual. 

After 8 o’clock, that same night, four ne 
groes appeared on the place, w here, a? in old 
times aud when perfect security reigned Iu 
the land, the doors and wiudows were un- 
barred. 

The negroes at once rushed on file family 
and threateningly demanded from Mr. Peters 
hts money; he handed them ail he had about 
himself, three dollars and a half, bul tbe oe 
groes insisted that he had more coucealed, aud 
began to search for it, tearing and breaking 
up bed furniture, presses, and. finally, finding 
their attempt* uur-uci esstul, violently laid 
bands on Mrs. Peu-rs, aud took trom lur per- 
son thirteen hundred dollars, part iu gold and 
part iD currency. 

Then they proceeded to ransack the who’e 
house, robbing it of all provisions, meat, can- 
dies, flour, etc., etc. 

Aud now commences the tragedy— one be 
fore which humanity shudders with horror! 

A young girl, just 12 years and 2 month* 
old, is brutally assaulted by tbc largest ol 
those brutes — the most odious violence is at- 
tempted upon the innocent child, aud — we 
cannot relate it lurther— hut the knile of the 
heartless monster is called in to aid the feat i 
suction of bis ferocious passions. 

The unfortunate victim passes Insensible 
from the arms ot one to those of two of hi 
brutal companions, while tiie last of them 
commits i ke viol.nce on the unfortunate 
mother ol tiie dying girl 

And the father ! shot a! three times, kuocked 
into a corner of the room, a loaded pistol pre- 
sented at his breast, he is made the terrifled 
witness of the disgrace ol hts family. 

The other children, one a girl ot seven 
years ol age, ace th* victims of like brutal 
treatment. 

That little girl is. with Imprecations, dashed 
against the will; the boy. are raised ofl rite 
ground by the hair, and kicked until insen 
sible. or liuug by the heels to make them tell 
where more money can be fotlud. In line, 
alter four hours of revelry and riot, amidst 
blood, plunder nnd carnage, the monsters re- 
tire (rom the scene ot honor, aud make to- 
ward the swamps! 

The tnia'Tublj sufferers were discovered by 
the employes of the woodyard the next 
morning, who immediately communicated 
the fact* to the officers ol the Fre Jtm n s 
Hospital, located some distauec up tiie river. 
Medical and police assistance was promptly 
furnished, and inktant pursuit made to cap- 
ture the perpetrators of the revolting crimes.

On Friday night last, between eleven 
and twelve o’clock, tbe agent ot the Bureau 
at Lexington, with five soldiers, went 
to the house of Mrs. Crawl, of this connty, 
with the view of arresting Tom t rawl, broth 
cr of the boy who was killed by the two ne- 
groes lately. Crawl had been anticipating a 
mob ou the part of negroes, and had a friend 
to aid in protecting himself. 

When tbe agent and his party approached, 
Crrwl fired upon them, wounding tbe agent 
in three places. The whole party then fled 
Thev gave no int.ination as to wbo they were 
or what tbeir business, and Crawl fired uude 
the apprehension tbat it was a mtgrj mob. 

Oe tbe next night the soldiers returned 
and broke open Mrs Ciawi's bouse; 
broke open and lansackcd her buieau. went 
into her sinoke-lio.-.sr. (lest royed her meat, 
and played tbe devil generally. 

Tbe whole of this thing was wrong and sn 
outrage. Crawl avers that be waa not with 
the partv that mobbed the two negroes for 
killing iiia brother, but if bu had been, and 
these men had a legal right to arrest him, why 
did they go at tbe dead h 'ur of night, and 
when they did go, why did they not make 
tbeir business know a? And when they re- 
turned the next night, why should they de- 
stroy old Mrs. Crawl’s property, iu which 
Bam Crawl had uo more interiMl than auv 
other person? 

The whole husines* is to be condemned 
from first to last, th* mobbing of tbe uegroes 
II as tbe attempted motming ot Crawl. 
Crawl has the reputation of being a bad 
man, but when men are: smongst m to see 
snd order enforced, they *noald be very 
car etui that they do not violate law in 1 order 
themselves.

The tax levied bv the act of March II, 
1867. upon shares in National Banks, is neces’- 
sarily in lieu ot the tax imposed by the act of 
February 0, 1865 (Myers 482) ; and' is the same 
rite of lax now paid bv the citizens, under 
the “Equalisation Law,” for that is what is 
meant by a “tax upon money capital in the 
hands ot individual citizens ot this State.” 
The fourth section ol the set of March 11. 
1867, provides tor the payment by ibe share', 
holders, in certain contingencies, ot a tax of 
50 ceuts upon each share ol stock. It is tnau- 
ifest, however, from the whole act, that the 
tax which is actually imposed, and the pay- 
ment of which by the banks will relieve the 
shareholders, ts the tax which is paid by indi- 
viduals upon money capital, and that thc'ahove 
tax ot 50 cents was intend.-d to be imp.iseda?a 
penally— the infliction of which, if it could be 
inflicted, must be preceded by the refnsal of 
the banka to report, in due time, the required 
tacts to the Auditor, and the non payment by 
the bauks ol the amount of tax due on the 
shares of capital stock. This construction 
reconciles an apparent conflict between the 
fourth and first sections ot the act of March 
11th, 1867, und is in harmony with the act ot 
Congress wbielt seems to forbid State taxation 
upon shares In National Banks beyond Ihe rate 
levied upon money capital in the hands of in- 
dividual citizens.

The bright, beautiful weather which has 
been gladdening our hearts, and with its bud- 
ding flowers, springing grass and waving for- 
est, sugeest ing improvement, progression and 
advancement in the everlasting voice of na- 
ture, has been straDgely used by the antiqua- 
rians ot Madison county 

Fursnan* to notice the Connty Conrt, com- 
posed of the County Judge and the Trustees 
of Madison, convened at Richmond on Friday 
last, the 3d day of May, for the purpose of 
making the subscription which had been or- 
dered at a legal election, hv a majority ol the 
voters of Madison countv, toward construct- 
ing a railroad from Richmond to Stanford, to 
connect with the Louisville aud Knoxville 
railroad. 

A very large crowd was in attendance, for 
it was known that factions oppesrd these ami 
fossil remains of old logy isrn wornd contest 
evi ry inch of ground to n sist the issue of the 
bonds, although by a vote of a majority of 
the qualifir d voters the taith of the county 
stood pledged to the subscription of tlrae hun- 
dred and fitly thousand doll irs to assist ra 
making said road. The antiquarians were 
not coutenl to rely on their own cohwebbed 
ideas aud rusty Dotions of internal improve- 
ments, hut had arrayed on Heir side John B. 
Huston and John Wiigus, ot Lexington. 
The latter is the embryo President of tne 
Lexington and ML Vernon Railroad, and we 
suppose got so accustomed to the permit sys- 
tem during the war. in which he is sa d to hare 
acted very effciently, that he still believes his 
permit must be given before the people of 
Madison can appropriate tbeir own earnings 
to such improvements as they deem best. 

When the court was organized the skirmish 
commenced hy Colonel J B. McCreary otb r- 
ing to the conrt a certified copy of th? votes 
cast in each precinct lor and against the rail- 
road subscription, showing a majority of 
eighty-nine votes tor the railroad. He than, 
in a clear snd pertinent manner, explained 
the object tor which the county court bad 
been called together, read the acceptance ol 
the Louuvi’le it Nashville Company agreeing 
to commence work ou the proposed road so 
soon as a part of the means was furnished, 
and then declared to the court 
that as the great voice of llic 
people of Madison county desired it, 
he movtd the court to enter on the books an 
order directing subscriptions to be made by 
Madisou county for the construction oi a rail- 
road from R-ehmond to Stanford, to the 
amount of $350,000, and that the bonds of the 
county l»e issued for the payment thereof 
Major 8. Turner, Judge Daniel Breek and Gen. 
J B Huston, lu long and earnest speeches, 
opposed the subscription. Wm. Cbenault 
and Major C. F. Burnatn, in able and UDaswer- 
able speeches, provtd to rhe court that n .w 
the majority ol the voters in Madison 
connty desired it, as ministerial officers 
the court ol this county could only pre- 
serve ttie credit ol Madison, whose 
high standing and honor had never been im- 
pugned, by immediately making the subscrip- 
tion and issuing tbe bonds lor which the 
County stood pi< dged. 

For six long hours the contest was hotly 
fought, but the County Cour:*V.is composed 
ot sturdy, sensible yeomanry who could not 
be deceived by sophistry or technicalities and 
when tbc war of words had finally ended, the 
Court without a moment’s hesitation and 
witmrat One dissenting voice ordered the sub- 
icription of $550,000 to be made and bonds of 
the County issued for the payment ttiereoi. 
The wild applause and continued cheering 
that greeted ibis announcement showed how 
terribly . in earnest tbc peopie ot Madson 
are, and how zealously they will pn-h forward 
the enterprise which will give tlnm a rapid 
inlet for coal, lumber, salt, Ac., and a quick 
outlet lor trade, travel and business to all 
parts of the South (and via Louisville to all 
pints of the North. 

Madison comity stands fifth county in the 
State in tbe estimated value ot her lauded 
wealth; third in tiie estimated value of mules 
annually raised, aud in hogs, cattle, aod sheep 
she is amougthe foremost counties of the 
State; while her tertile soil, beaut ilul country, 
and energetic citizens entitles her to internal 
improvements that will develop her resources 
and give impetus aud encouragement to trade 
and industry. We say, tin re .lire, hurrah for 
the railroad, and let the scepter pass forever 
trom the hands of the obi Judahs, who would 
have a mill stone around the neck nt modern 
enterprise and internal improvement?

The lact that we are on the verge of a great 
financial revulsion and business panic, ad- 
mits oi no disguise. It i» not yet decidedly 
manifest in tbc mcrchantile, commercial and 
industrial interests of Cairo, but in the larg o 
metropolises ot tbe Ewt. iu the maautactur- 
ng districts of New England, tt ta too evi- 
dent to be disregarded, fliere every man 
doubts bu neighbor; the merchants complain 
more and more of acctimu atiug stocks witb 
no buyers coming in Irom tbe country; there 
are not the remotest indications ot a lively 
spring trade, although the season is not far 
advanced. The foiei.n bankers, we are told, 
are sending back, hy every steamer, onr bonds 
by the million; mechanic? and laborers are 
going about listless and idle, eating np the 
little surplus accumulated by them during 
more pros;>eroui times. Most of the great 
manufactories of the country. tsUblMhuienU 
that usually employed hundreds of operatives, 
have closed therr door*. N > improvements 
are going on; money is seeking it veetuieni 
neitber in railroads, lands or i niMiugs Those 
wbo bave gold, the true basis ol value, are 
bolding it, ami people wbo bave money refuse 
to loan it upon bonds, stock* or securities 
of any nature, however much tite investment 
may prouii?e. 

It is a truth that cannot bv gainsayed that 
sen?ihle men of substance and property are 
standing aghast at the near approach of finan- 
cial contusion and distress. They foresee s 
crash that will bnry rich and poor alike in one 
common rum — a blow upon tbe material wet 
tare of tbe country that will inflict en injury 
that yean may fail to repair. 

This is the irne condition of the country to- 
day. ami our citisen*. enjoy pertrap? a profita- 
ble trade, must prepare to meet it. Over buy- 
ing is buxordoae — selling on time will prove 
ruinous. Commence a system of retrench- 
ment. Tbe (100 expended in tbe purchase of 
a lace shawl may be u ceded two mouths 
hence in the some lamily. for tbe cornu 
ueressilies of life Tbe money squandered 
now, to aid ambition?, persons) or vengeful 
designs, for show or to gratify pride, may be 
sorely needed a month hence to stop the cry 
iug of hungry children. 

We do not think thia picture overdrawn 
Every paper that reaches us comes hardened 
wilh complaints of dnll limes, scarcity of 
tabor, mills snd factories closed, and a general 
prostration in all the basin.-* or industrial 
pursuits of the day. The evident determina- 
tion to restore currency to a specie basi? may 
be charged aa the cause; bat tbta immaterial 
We shall have to deal with tbe effect, and it 
ta but tbe part of wisdom to prepare for it 
note, while it is in one power to divest it of 
many of its terrors. — [Cairo Democrat.

There Is now lying on onr table a piece or 
parchment in tbe form of a charter for a Ms- 
sonic Lodge wbicb wss leaned over ninety- two 
years ago.
